THE SITUATION IN THE 
DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

The Democratic state convention held In Indianapolis lately did not men¬ 
tion William Jennings Hrynn in the preamble to its platform, although it is the 
custom in the old parties to make honorable mention of the Inst presidential 
nominee. From this action of the Indiana “Democracy” the conclusion was 
drawn in some quarters that a change is taking place in the Democratic party— 
from Populism bnek to the "Democracy” of the “good old times.” 

Now we do not believe that the “Democrats” of Indiana or any other North¬ 
ern state can dictate the policy in such important matters. Hesldes, such a trans¬ 
formation in the Democratic party is not needed. The Democratic party was 
never anything else than a big reactionary organization. Even with the half- 
baked reform measures of the People's party the Democratic party was never in 
earnest for a single moment. 

The matter stands simply as follows: 

The leading part and, at the same time, the backbone, of the “Democracy” 
is in the South, which has now 112 votes in the electoral college. Formerly the 
Southern “Democrats” endeavored to obtain in tbe East the votes lacking to a 
majority. They courted New York, New Jersey. Connecticut and Indiana. Hut 
these states gtew more and more industrial, and therefore were unfit partners 
for the South, which is still mainly agricultural. 

In 181)2 it happened that the Ilepublicau party became alarmed at the crea¬ 
ture of their own making, the Sherman silver bill, that piece of unparalleled 
demagogism, and let go the Western silver men aud their states. It also hap¬ 
pened that iu consequence of the industrial crisis of the nineties the consump¬ 
tion of agricultural products fell off aiid the prices dropped down. This led to the 
growth of the Populist movement among the farmers. The South then saw a 
possibility of gaining new allies in the West and conquering with their help. For 
this reason the South was compelled, unwillingly enough, to put up with Bryan 
aud Altgcld and to tolerate their sensational soeial-politicnJ campaign. 

Hut it did this only with the determination to make short work with these 
agitators in case the party should triumph. Bryan would have been obliged to 
submit to the Southern Bourbons or be would have become n mere figurehead. 
Iu Congress, notably iu tbe Senate, tbe “Bourbons” have control, and this is 
especially the case when the Democratic party is in power. The “Bourbons” 
would have arranged legislation ns they pleased. Then there would have been 
no talk of active opposition to imperialism, the “gold power,” injunctions, etcT"' 

Uecently. ns the renders of the Ilcrald will recollect. Senator McLatiriu of 
South Carolina, a representative of the ohi Southern Bourbon aristocracy, bus 
gone over to the Republican party. While this step was not greatly commend¬ 
ed, it has not hurt his standing among his constituents. The representatives 
of the Smith in emigres* who call themselves “Democrats" differ from the “Re¬ 
publicans” of the North as a rule only by their greater ignorance. Indeed, the 
Southerner- have always been imperialists nt heart;‘that is, they have either 
voted directly for imperialistic measures, or at least have put no obstacles in 
the way of their adoption. This is the reason why the Republican leaders have 
not insisted on eulliug down the representation of tin Southern states, which 
should have taken place ns a consequence of the disenfranchisement of the ne¬ 
groes and the decreased number of Southern voter*. But the “Democrats” have 
continually bargained with tin* “Republicans**—it is simply a contest for 
SPOILS (political and economical) between different cliques within the capital¬ 
ist class. 

Just as great a farce is the nnti-tru.-t humbug of the Democratic party. The 
"Democrats” even after a national victory could not and would not do any¬ 
thing against the trusts. In regard to social legislation the Democratic party 
will not advance the least iota, since the South will not suffer any progressive 
steps nud the South IS THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

Tlier* 1 lias never been anything in the so-called “new Democracy.” 

Bryan, Altgcld aud tin* other Western men made a great splurge, but were 
only the entspaws of the South. And since they could bring only u handful of 
electoral votes from the entire North, they were of very little value to the 
Southern oligarchy, who ore now endeavoring once more to win with llill, Paul¬ 
son, Honnuti and other “honest” Democrats of the “old school.” Yet the South¬ 
erners will submit to defeat as tranquilly as before, and in this case will make 
more deals than ever with Hanna aud company. 

In view of these facts, any resolutions of Democratic conventions in the East, 
North or West have no significance. ^—

Under, 
capitalism, ground being at a premium 
factories are built many stories high. 
When there 13 n fire the uper stories be¬ 
come veritable death-traps. Under capi¬ 
talism it is the capitalists that lay down 
the rules nnd conditions under which pro¬ 
ductive labor is done. Under Socialism 
it would be the workers who would have 
the say of things, as they should. 

You may put it down as beyond dis-j 
pute that any social injustice reacts on 
the mass of the people. If one worker is 
plucked society itself must sooner or 
later pay the penalty. If the workers 
have to live in unfit houses, contagious 
diseases will sooner or later spread 
thence to the residence districts of the 
exploiting class. And so on. There is 
no escape, AND THERE SHOULD BE 
NONE. 


Yearn ago the Soeinlistn predicted the 
trusts and people gaped und smiled aud 
told them to go to. But the trusts ar¬ 
rived on scheduled time, nil right. The 
Socialists have predicted other things 
that have come true—any sane man who 
becomes a student of socialism can pre¬ 
dict the outlines of the future without 
tin* gift of seeoud sight, cluirvoynuce or 
supernatural influence. All that is re¬ 
quired in lmrse sense. 8till some people 
regard lightly the predictions we are 
making today, yet will live to sec them 
realized! We predict the downfall of 
individualist ownership of capital, for in¬ 
stance. Who dares say we are not right 
ami can back up his denial with sound 
facts and arguments! 

Here’s the test, after all, Mr. N. Y. 
Worker: If it was decided by the govern- • 
inent to turn the postal system over to 
private capitalists, would you favor it? 

If it was turned over to nrivate capi¬ 
talists. think you tbe wages of the em¬ 
ployes would go up or down? 

If it was turned over to private capi¬ 
talists would the carriers still have the 
eight hour day, inasmuch ns other pri¬ 
vate establishments work their slaves 
nine jiours and ten hours? 

If it was turned over to privnte capi¬ 
talists would the men still get their fif¬ 
teen days' vacation with pay, each year? 

“My customers/ said a Chicago pack¬ 
ing house district storekeeper, “include 
many of the men who work-in thd pack¬ 
ing houses. 1 hnve cashed over a hun¬ 
dred checks for them within the Inst two 
or three months. In that, time the largest 
amount called for by any check has been 
$1*1 and the average has been $8 and $9. 
Men who are trying to support families 
on such weekly wages are not buying 
meat now. I notice that I am selling 
much more flour nnd I hear thnt the poor 
are making milk gravy nnd eating it 
with broad for their chief food. When 
they hnve no milk they use water.” 

Of such is the REPUBLIC of Uncle 
Sam A. D. 1902! 

.Some big surprises are in store for 
the capitalists and rupitlistic politicians 
this fall. There has been a general 
breaking away from the old parties br 
labor this year and its full measure will 
not bo had till the votes are counted. 
It’s a big thing to break old and bad hab¬ 
its. 

“Famine Desolates the Provinces of 
Korea” is a scare head in a daily sheet. 
Famines are social phenomena only 
possible under thc selfish, grab-game c&lled 
capitalism. Under Soiialism thev would be 
impossible. No territory would be plun¬ 
dered of its crops by speculators, ana if a 
crop failed in one spot, the people of that 
locality would share in the general store.

A NEW AND IRRESISTIBLE FORCE. 

Beside the many national and local 
Socialist papers now publishing in the 
United States there Is a growing propor¬ 
tion of the trade union press putting in 
telling strokes for the New World, and 
he who would figure on the Socialistic 
development in this country would do 
well not to overlook these by no means 
insignificant factors. Below we print a 
very good specimen of the uplifting mes¬ 
sage these papers carry to the men that 
toil. It is from the Pattern Makers* 
Journal, the national organ of that craft: 

“Evidently organized labor is awaken¬ 
ing to the power that they have, but 
which they have uot heretofore exercised 
to any extent. We refer to the ballot. 

“At the various elections held in the 
last few months organized labor has cut 
quite a figure. Hartford, Conn.i San 
Francisco, Cal.; Ashtabula, O.; Massil¬ 
lon, O.; Bridgeport, Conn.; Ansouiu, 
Conn., and New Haveu, Conn., having 
elected the labor candidates for mayor. 

“In several other cities, notably in 
Erie, Pa., Cleveland, O., aud Milwaukee, 
Win., the Social Democratic nnd I^ibor 
tickets polled large votes. In Erie the 
Labor ticket took second place, aud in 
Milwaukee over 9000 votes were cast. 

“It has been a revelation to the old 
party leaders, and may have the effect of 
compelling more respect for the wishes 
of the workers. They may aspire even 
to Congress, and if such would happen 
and a goodly number break Into that ex¬ 
clusive 'trust organization* there may 
be ‘something doing.’ At any rate, it 
would relieve organized labor from the 
humiliation of begging at the door* of 
Congress at each session for some meas¬ 
ure or legislation. , . ' . . 

“Keep it up, brothers, if is the nest 
way after all to strike with the ballot. 

ABOUT THE GERMAN MOVEMENT. 

The party activity and prospects in 
Germany, where the emperor rules a 
nation honeycombed with Social Demo¬ 
crats, and expects to keep them in sub¬ 
jection with an army also honeycombed 
with Social Democrats, is given in part 
in the following from the pen of Com-1 
rade August Bebel of the German reich- 
stag, who after saying that the May 
Day festival might be used for propa¬ 
ganda on a large scale for the general 
election to the Reichstag, says: 

In the natural course of events this 
election would take place in the month 
oi ^»ne of next year. But this is not 
certain. The internal affairs gradually 
conic to a point in such a manner that 
a dissolution of the Reichstag in the 
course of this year is not improbable. 
Then an election will take place, such 
as the German Empire has probably 
never witnessed before. 

The struggle will--no matter at what 
time the election may take place—centre 
round the Tariff bill, which the Reich¬ 
stag has now under consideration. The 
fact that at the end of 1003 the com¬ 
mercial treaties with Russia, Austria- 
Hungary, Italy, Roumania, Switzerland, 
etc., terminate, gave rise to a new basis 
for the fresh negotiations. Owing to the 
powerful inlluence of our larg»j landown¬ 
ers—the “Junker”—and their agrarian 
followers, supported by the Protectionist 
section of the well-to-do bourgooise, the 
government brought in a tariff bill, 
which, if it became a law, would consid¬ 
erably raise the price of the necessaries 
of life, and would immensely increase 
the difficulties for the exportation of 
manufactured articles, and in some 
cases make it altogether impossible. The 
German working classes without dis¬ 
tinction of political parties look upon 
this tariff bill as being greatly detrimen¬ 
tal to their class interests, and they are 
determined to do every tiling in their 
power to prevent this bill from becom¬ 
ing law. 

The petition against the bill drawn up 
by the Social-Democratic party received 
within a few months three and a half 
million signatures,* and in Parliament 
the 58 representatives of the party are 
leading the fight against the bill, the de¬ 
liberations on which in the Parliamen¬ 
tary committee are making only slow 
progress. On the other hand the fanati¬ 
cal agrarian and industrial Protection¬ 
ists are conducting a campaign against 
the government lull, as the rates to be 
fixed by same do not satisfy their greed¬ 
iness. And as they are in a majority, 
they have raised a number of the most 
important rates, principally on wheat 
and other necessaries of life, to such an 
extent that the government has repeat¬ 
edly declared them to be unacceptable. 

But an open conflict, followed by a 
dissolution of the Reichstag, is not to be 
expected until the house itself has en¬ 
dorsed the ..decision of the majority of 
the Parliamentary committee, which will 
hardly take place before the. autumn. 
But an arrangement between the ma¬ 
jority of Parliament and the government 
is by no means impossible. In that case, 
the Social-Democratic party is resolved 


to use all Parliamentary means at their 
disposal to prevent the bill becoming 
law. The party demand that the elec¬ 
tors shall be consulted on the question, 
and this object they will doubtless at¬ 
tain. 

The chances of the party in that case 
are the very best, for the masses are 
enraged about tne planned usury in 
breadstuffs, and will give expression to 
their feelings at the ballot box. It is not 
impossible that in this case the 2,100,000 
votes obtained by the candidates of the 
party at the first ballot in the year 1808 
may be increased to 3,000,000 votes, and 
a corresponding increase in the number 
of Social-Democratic members of the 
Reichstag will follow. 

Besid<« the question of the increase in 
the duties on bread and food stuffs, there 
ure other political demands of the gov¬ 
ernment, which will influence the elec¬ 
tions, such as: the new military and 
naval bill, and the introduction of new 
indirect taxation, in consequence of the 
imperialism and world-power policy of 
the government. 

In opposition to these demands of the 
government, the party will bring for¬ 
ward the demands mentioned in tneir 
program for reforms in the various 
spheres. The existing economic crisis, 
the end of which can, at present, not be 
foreseen, will demonstrate to the masses 
the necessity for the same, and will make 
them still stronger supporters of our 
party than ever.- 

Some fuuny school compositions have 
been called out in England by the coro¬ 
nation. A boy of ten writes: “It is the 
priverledge of the lord mare to wash 
and dress the king the day he is 
crownd, the archbishop of cantcrberry 
will ask the king to say an oath, and 
when he has done this he will wash the 
feat of 12 poor peepul and rise up an 
ointment king.” One boy -ays of the 
king that, “although he is u rooler. he 
is a clever man with tack. He has such 
respeck for himself that he wrote a new 
pouui for the Coronation called God save 
our grashuB king, his majersty will sing 
this himself wile he is being crowned 
with pompersuiss in Westminster abbey.” 
Another boy states that the prisous will 
he emptied on coronation day; the pris¬ 
oners “will sec the crowning like risnekt- 
able people and then go back hapily to 
prison again.” 

A millionaire philanthropist, at the 
head of one of the largest clothing houses 
in the world, was once asked by Florence 
Kelley why he did uot employ directly 
the people who made Ids goods and fur¬ 
nish them with steam power, thus saving 
a heavy drain upon their health, and re¬ 
ducing the number of sweaters* victims 
found every winter IN Ills PET HOS¬ 
PITAL. “So fur,’’ he replied, “We huve 
found LEG rOWEK AND THE 
SWEATER CHEAPER.” The world 
is full of such philanthropists.

2. A note of the American ambassa¬ 
dor in Spain received on the same day 
confirming this, nnd adding that “a credit 
of 3,0f)0,000 pesetas had been assigned to 
Geu- Blanco for the purpose of reinstat¬ 
ing the reconcentrados on their farms." 

3. A note from the same American 
ambassador, received April 5. stating 
that “the Queen Regent offered to stop 
all hostilities in Cuba at once, uncondi¬ 
tionally, until October 5, 1898.” 

These documents were suppressed and 
Congress was deceived about the true 
nature of Spaiu's uote by the “noblest 
man in America,” for whom a gorgeous 
memorial is to lie erected by the nation 
whose young men he recklessly sacrificed 
for the grew! of the capitalists. In view 
of this peep behind the sceues of “mani¬ 
fest destiny” it is pertinent, before “re¬ 
membering the Maine,” to nsk, “Who 
blew up the Mniue?”—Commonwealth.

Here the croelest form of woman !a\ 
bor even in Christian England, is to bo 
witnessed any day of the week.

It 
not infrequently happens thut the wom¬ 
an is forced onto her knees by the weight 
of the moss of clay, and the wages for 
trotting around the miry brickyard for 
10% hours a day in all weathers, like 
beasts of burden as they are rnude, is 
from »5 shillings to 8 shillings per week. 
More than half the furnace brickmakers 
are women aud young girls; and this 
ghastly work is going on constantly, and 
will continue until the national con¬ 
science wakes up ami insists, through 
Parliameut or otherwise, that it. shall 
cense.—Sybil Wilbur.

Socialism is a theory of policy thut 
aims to secure the reconstruction of so¬ 
ciety, increase of weulth, aud a more 
equal distribution of the products of la¬ 
bor through the public collective owner¬ 
ship of labor and capital (as distin¬ 
guished from property) aud the public 
collective management of all industries. 
Its motto is “Every one uccordiug to his 
deeds.”—Standard Dictionary. 

The Socialists arc distinguished from 
the other working class parties by this 
only: 

1. hi the national struggles of the 
different countries they point out and 
bring to the front the common interests 
of the entire proletariat, independently of 
all nationality. 

2. In the various stages of develop¬ 
ment which the struggle of the working 
eluss ngniust the bourgeoisie lias to pass 
through, they alwuys and everywhere 
represent the interests of the movement 
us n whole. 

The Socialists, therefore, are on the 
one hand practically tin* most advanced 
uud resolute section of the working class 
parties of every country, that section 
which pushes forward all others; on the 
other hund, theoretically, they have over 
the great mass of the proletariat the ad¬ 
vantage of clearly understanding the line 
of march, the conditions, and the ulti¬ 
mate general results of the proletnnut 
movement. KARL MARX. 

The proclamation of n class war d«M*s 
not necessarily Infer the creation of such 
an antagonism, hut ratlo r points out to 
the unobservant the realities of Ids pres¬ 
ent-day existence, just exactly as the or¬ 
ganic theory of society does not create 
society, hut is an inialunhte guide to 
tho student of sociology. 

The principle of a class war is really 
only a portion of this theory of society. 
It is acknowledged by all sliulents of 
history that we have pnsed through 
several stages, notably those of chattel 
slavery uud of manual labor, before we 
emerged into the capitalist state of to- 
lav. Along with this growth of so- 
•ietv there have been evolved classes 
which have for the purposes of class 
recognition and domination obtained— 
generally by the adoption of physical 
force—control of the political power iu 
the state as offering the easiest and 
most powerful weapon to obtain their 
ends. First, the barons under the feudal 
tenure, then the smaller land owners, 
after them the coniine*rial magnates 
nnd the bourgeoisie, or middle class, have 
been compelled to seize bold of the po¬ 
litical sword in order to obtain their 
economic, political and social emancipa¬ 
tion, and that they might, as 1 have said, 
dominate society for their own ends. 
Today we are face to face with this 
position—that the country is divided, 
roughly speaking, into two classes whose 
inten*sts are both opposed nnd divergent. 
On the one side we hove the workers, 
badly fed, badly housed, badly dollied, 
nnd to an alarming extent ’miserably 
I»oor. with no hope for old age except 
the workhouse. Opened to them we 
have /'they who toil not neither do they 
spin,’ who know uotliing either of the 
lives of the people, their desires, or their 
necessities. • • • This class of so¬ 
ciety holds the power of state entirely 
in their hands, for, ns you truly ask 
• • • “what is our present system 
but one of glaring class representation?*’ 
Seeing that capitalism consciously 
usurps {K>liticul power in order to dom¬ 
inate the life of the whole community 
to the interests of a privileged class, 
it is evident that any step thnt may 
he taken of n progressive character must 
be to limit the operations of these priv- 
ili^es until they are ultimately swept 
nwny by a new system of society iu 
which the democracy, conscious of its 
own power, will of necessity he the nr 
determining factor. 

This is the teaching of the class war. 
Those advocates of Socialism who base 
their hope of the future ou the class 
war of the present have. I contend, the 
theory of historical evolution on their 
side. It is the function of the proletar¬ 
iat of today to be the conscious formers 
of the society of tomorrow, and as we 
the abolition of all clnss priv 
ilege, economic, social, and political, we 
know thnt with these distinctions an¬ 
nihilated classes also will disappear, so 
that it cannot be said thnt we are “un¬ 
able to conceive the national interest a* 
a whole.”—Houghton Fisher. 

Every industry, from the highest to 
the lowest position, is operated entirelr 
by men who work for wages, the work- 
, ing class, which comprises 90 per cent, 
of the population. Such efforts as are ex- 
1 landed by the capitalists in control of 
the induitries to get the largest share of 
the products and keep the producers im¬ 
poverished cannot be classified as useful 
labor, is no necessary part of the process 
of producing the nation’s wealth, and 
must socuer or later be abolished, and 
the thm& produced, or their equivalent 
in other products, possessed by those 
whose labor creates them. In a nation 
founded ipon the glorious principles of 
the Declaration of Independence there 
should be no classes, but a united people 
whose interests are one, each men earn¬ 
ing hia living by honest labor of some 
kind and the opportunity of doing so al-

DOES CAPITAL PRODUCE WEALTH ? 


c4 selection from Watch ford's 'Britain for the British. 
*HKBE are some econotnintH who 
tell ns that wealth is not pro¬ 
duced by labor but by “capital,” 
now we come to the first error of the 


lalKir iu the production of wealth, hut 
capital itself is incapable of motion nnd 
can produce nothing. 

A plough is “capital.’’ Is it true then, 
to say that not the ploughman but the 
plough makes tin- furrow? 

A loom is capital. Is it true to Sav 
that the loom makes the cloth? It is the 
weaver who weaves the cloth, lie uses 
the loom, and tin* loom was made by 
the miner, the smith, the joiner and the 
engineer. 

How can capital produce wealth? Take 
a steam plough, a patent harrow, a sack 
of wheat, a bankbook, a dozen horses, 
enough food and clothing to last a hun¬ 
dred men a year; put all that capital 
down in a forty-acre field and it will not 
produce a single ear of corn iu fifty 
years unless you send a*man to labor. ’ 
But give a smart boy n forked stick, a 
quarter-acre of ground, and a bog of 
seed, nnd he will raise a crop for you. 

If ho is a smart boy aud lias the run of J 
the woods and streams, he will also con¬ 
trive to find food to live on till the crop I 
is ready. 

We find, then, that, nil wenlth is pro¬ 
duced from the land by labor, nnd that 
capital is only a part of wealth, that it 
bus been produced by Ialior, stored by 
lubor, ond is finally used by labor iu thei 
production of more wealth. 

Now. a word of caution. We snv that 
all wealth is produced by labor. What is 
labor? 

Labor is work. Work is. said to be of 
two kinds; band work nud braiu work. 
But really work is of one kind—the 
work of band and brain together. The 
bam is really a part of the braiu, and 
can do nothing without the brain’s di¬ 
rection. I want to make this quite plain | 
because you will find, if you come to deal 
with the economists, that attempts have 
been innue to use the word labor as 
meaning chiefly hand labor. 

When wc say labor produces all wenlth 
we mean that it is nroduced by workers, 
bv thinkers ns well as doers.

A shadow crept into my lift* the past 
few weeks. 

It came, and has gone; and yet the 
memory that will remain is more vivid 
than the shadow. 

The name of the shadow was Sela 
Paine Harrison. 

His home—but he had no home—I will 
call it. therefore, his “starting place,” 
was Tampa, Florida. 

He was what the world calis a common 
laborer, and he wus a wanderer. 

He was past 5(1 years of age, sick in 
body and sicker still in soul. 

He was u slave—a wage slave—who 
had discovered bis slavery,—rare event 
among slaves!—and the discovery hud be¬ 
come an awful burden. And yet he had 
worked at day labor nearly up to the 
last, aud had never l>cggcd a cent. 

Poor fellow! he scarcely weighed a 
hundred pounds, und the master class, 
you know, have little use for weak 
slaves. .So it was hurd for him to find 
work any longer, even at a pittance a 
day. 1U* came to where I stay, because 
he hud heard I was a radical, and be. in 
his broken down old age, had become a 
radical himself. 

To know him was to pity him. It 
briugs tears to my eyes to think of him. 
He was n typical man of sorrows, and 
In* was very meek withal. Without 
strength to work any longer at hard la¬ 
bor. he was attempting to eke out nn 
existence canvassing for a book—a med¬ 


ical work. He also took subscriptions 
for feudalist papers. 

I will never forget the look on his wan 
face when he tried to smile and assured 
me that he had “a place to go to" wbeu 
his money was gone. 

On Saturday afternoon. May 20 last, 
he came to my hame—I mean to the 
shelter I pay rent for—and told me lit* 
was going away, nnd left me a memento 
to remember him by. That night, at a 
lodging house he took two ounces of 
laudnaum—and went to the place he hod 
**> eo when his money was gone. 

There was no other place for him. I 
had more thnn half guessed the “place” 
before he went thereto. 

On Sunday following his death I. in 
•ompany with a friend or two, look**d 
for the last time upon his lifeless form. 
And thus I spoke to those with me: 

“Suppose,” said I, “a fiercer strain of 
blood hud tlowed thru the veins of poor 
Harrison—a more rebellious strain than 
murks the meek and resigned face that 
lies before us, would you wonder then 
ut a deed like that of a Bresci or a 
t’zolgosz? What care the capitalist 
class, the rulers, at a suicide like this, 
that makes no violent protest, but meek¬ 
ly sliceumbs to the master’s tyranny? I 
do not uphold assassination, I only ask 
you if you are so blind that you do not 
see that it would have taken but a little 
of sterner stuff to have changed the sui¬ 
cide Harrison into the regicide I'zol- 
gosz?"—H. M. T.

monopolies, trusts and combines. No 
part of the revenue therefrom to be 
used on the reduction of the taxes of 
the capitalist class, but tbe entire rev¬ 
enue to be applied first, to the increase 
of wages and shortening of the hours 
of labor of the employees, and then to 
the improvement of the service and di¬ 
minishing the rates to the consumers. 

2. The progressive reduction of the 
hours of labor iu proportion to tbe in¬ 
creasing facilities of production, to de¬ 
crease the share of the capitalist class 
and to increase the Bhare of the workers 
in the product of their labor. 

3. State or national insurance of work¬ 
ing people in case of accidents, lack of 
employment, sickness and want in old 
age, the revenue therefor to be derived 
from the governmnt. 

4. The inauguration of a system of 
public industries for the employment of 
the unemployed, the public credit to be 
utilized for that purpose, in order that 
the worker* may receive the product of 
their toil. 

5. The education of all children op to 
the age of 18 years, and state and mu¬ 
nicipal aid for books, clothing and food. 

6 . Equal civil and political rights for 
men ana women. 

7. Tbe initiative and referendum, pro¬ 
portional representation and the right of 
recall of representatives by their constit¬ 
uents. 

But in making these demands as stepa 
in the overthrow of capitalism and in tne 
establishment of the co-operative com¬ 
monwealth, we warn the people against 
the public ownership demands made by 
apitaliatlc political parties, which alWaya 
result in perpetuating tne capitalist ijs-
